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Herein  is  a  documented  report  on  the  findings 
of  a  genealogical  study  of  the  family  Barnes,  and  may 
you  treasure  it  as  a  part  of  your  great  heritage  as  an 
American.  These  ancestors  accomplished  great 
things  partly  because  they  were  men  of  ability.  This, 
however,  does  not  account  for  it  all.  They  could  stick 
to  their  task  until  it  was  completed.  The  poet  Long¬ 
fellow  was  right  when  he  said,  nThe  heights  by  great 
men  reached  and  kept  were  not  attained  by  sudden 
flight,  but  they,  while  their  companions  slept,  were 
toiling  upward  in  the  night".  Our  Barnes  line  is  de¬ 
scended  from  an  English  family,  and  marks  its  origin 
in  this  country  as  Colonists  in  1656.  In  the  struggle 
against  the  Mother  Country,  the  American  Revolution 
is  one  of  the  most  important  and  inspiring  events  in 
the  whole  history  of  mankind.  It  gave  us  the  right  to 
govern  ourselves!  From  the  founding  of  the  United 
States  to  our  modern  day,  you  will  see  where  your 
ancestors  pushed  across  the  continent  as  courageous 
pioneers.  I  was  sitting  in  a  classroom  of  Am.  history 
while  attending  my  Junior  year  of  high  school,  when 
the  instructor  called  my  name.  "Miss  Kirkpatrick" 

he  said,  "Of  what  ancestry  are  you?"

Rallying  from  my  sleepy  and  indifferent  atti¬ 
tude  to  the  whole  boring  subject,  I  had  to  reply, 

"Well.  .  .  Well.  .  .  Well,  Sir  -  I  really  don’t  know!  " 

"Don’t  know!  !  ”  he  fairly  shouted  to  the  class. 
Walking  over  to  stand  in  front  of  me  on  the  end  of  the 
front  row  of  seats,  he  said,  "Miss  Kirkpatrick,  I 
would  like  to  make  a  special  assignment  for  you  to 
find  out  your  ancestry  before  this  unit  is  completed. 

That  evening  my  grandmother  told  me  as  much 
as  she  knew  and  I  copied  down  notes  as  she  related 
facts.  To  my  amazement  the  deeper  I  dug  into  the 


subject  the  greater  became  my  interest.  It  was  a 
great  source  of  satisfaction  to  her  in  the  last  years 
of  her  life  to  know  that  someone  of  the  younger  gener¬ 
ation  was  going  to  preserve  the  records!  It  has  been 
a  thrilling  experience  and  perhaps  this  will  inspire 
you  to  dig  for  ancestry  as  I  have.  Acknowledgement 
of  thanks  is  extended  to  my  husband,  little  son,  par¬ 
ents,  sisters  and  other  relatives  helping  on  this  pro¬ 
ject,  and  to  all  answering  inquiries  for  material  for 
the  booklet  whose  dedication  is  to  LeVanchie  Barnes 
Adams  for  her  basic  layout  of  the  family  tree.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  work  will  do  something  toward  creating 
an  interest  in  Am.  History  and  Am.  Genealogy,  and 
help  our  posterity  answer  the  question  "Of  what  ances¬ 
try  are  you?  ".

EARLY  BARNES  HISTORY 


"The  ship  SPEEDWELL  was  a  60  ton  pinnace  and 
started  from  Delfshaven  to  meet  with  the  MAYFLOW¬ 
ER.  At  Southampton,  England,  the  Speedwell  joined 
the  chartered  Mayflower,  a  vessel  of  180  tons  burden. 
The  Mayflower  reached  Southampton  on  5  August; 
both  vessels  sailed  westward  15  August,  with  90  pas¬ 
sengers  on  the  Mayflower  and  33  on  the  Speedwell.  A 
leak  in  the  Speedwell  necessitated  seeking  shelter  in 
Dartmouth  for  8  or  10  days.  .  .  When  300  miles  of  their 
journey  from  Land's  End  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean, 

Cap't.  Reynolds  asserted  the  vessel  unfit  for  the  voy¬ 
age  and  insisted  on  its  return.  .  .  The  Mayflower  land¬ 
ed  some  102  Pilgrims  at  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  in 
1620,  the  original  Pilgrim  Colony.  "  i 

THOMAS  BARENCE 1  (1636 -1679).  .  .  The  Speedwell  dis- 
charged  passengers  at  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  i 
Boston,  in  May,  1656.  .  .  one  Thos.  Barence  set  foot 
in  America.  He  was  a  young  man  of  20  years  and 
came  in  company  with  Thos.  Goodenow  -  later  to  be¬ 
come  his  father-in-law.  Our  ancestor  Barnes  m  2 
July  1662,  to  Abigail  Goodenow,  _b  11  March  1642,  at 
Sudbury,  the  dau  of  Thos.  and  Jane  Goodenow.  .  .  The 
village  of  Sudbury,  located  on  Sudbury  River,  18 
miles  west  of  Boston,  was  founded  in  1638  and  had 
considerable  importance  in  pre-Revolutionary  Mass. 
Not  far  from  the  village  of  South  Sudbury  is  "Wayside 
Inn"  (known  as  Howe  Tavern  when  first  opened  in  1686) 
which  was  the  scene  of  Tales  of  a  Wayside  Inn  (1863) 
stories  in  verse  by  Longfellow.  .  .  We  found  recorded 
that  Thos.  Barnes  was  in  Marlborough,  Middlesex 
Co.  ,  Mass,  early  and  bought  land  in  1663  and  was  then 
a  resident  of  that  place.  He  <1  1679,  and  a  will  was 
probated  in  the  same  year.  .  .  Marlboro  -  25  miles  west 
of  Boston,  was  founded  in  1656;  the  settlement  was  al¬ 
most  completely  destroyed  by  the  Indians  during  King 
Philip's  War  in  1676.  Paul  Revere  died  in  Marlboro. 
The  Boston  Post  Road,  following  the  Colonial  route 
from  Boston  to  New  York,  known  in  times  past  as  the 
the  King's  Highway  and  the  Queen's  Highway,  runs 
through  the  city.  .  .  The  early  history  of  Massachusetts 
is  a  subject  of  intense  interest  to  its  people,  and  to

the  many  scattered  throughout  the  U.  S0  who  are  of 
Massachusetts  lineage.  .  .  A  search  was  made  for  a 
family  Coat  of  Arms,  but  we  were  unable  to  find  one 
for  our  Barnes  family  line.  This,  of  course,  does 
not  mean  there  is  not  one  if  someone  would  like  to 
examine  records  in  England  via  the  Soc.  of  Genea¬ 
logists,  London.  The  scope  of  this  study  has  been 
to  exhaust  all  available  material  in  this  country.  The 
derivation  of  the  surname  is  from  the  Old  English 
and  Norse  word,  bairn  (a  child);  we  find  it  compounded; 
in  such  names  as  Fairbairn  and  Goodbairn.  Barnes  is  j 
found  in  the  Domesday  Book  (1086)  as  Barne  as  it  was  j 
formerly  written,  the  plural  form  being  rarely  found 
until  after  the  13th  Century.  Of  course,  it  took  on 
many  spellings  -  Barence,  Baron,  as  the  phonetics 
of  that  time.

1878)  .  .  .  m  1  Jan  1839,  to  Susan  Lucretia  Cone,  Id 
20  Dec  1816,  Litchfield  Co.  ,  Conn.  ,  oldest  child  of 


Sullivan  (Daniel  ,  Daniel  ,  Caleb  ,  Daniel  )  -  a  long 
line  of  Cones  dating  back  to  1662  -  and  Lucretia  Phil  - 
ena  Humphrey  (David)  of  Winchester,  Conn.  .  .Her 
grandfather,  Daniel  Hurlburt  Cone,  was  Rev.  War 
soldier  in  battles  of  Brandywine  and  Morristown  and 
wintered  at  Valley  Forge  1777-8,  serving  under  Col. 
Meigs  and  Col.  Bradley.  .  .  No  record  could  be  found 
on  when  Horace  Barnes  left  Warwick  for  Westfield, 
Chautauqua  Co.  ,  New  York;  The  Cone  family  moved 
there  ca.  1833,  where  record  found  they  were  admitted 
church  membership.

Congregational  Church,  Yorkville,  Illinois,  by  letter 
of  transfer.  .  .  They  were  devout  Christians.  The  story 
has  been  told  concerning  the  eldest  son,  Orton.  He, 
together  with  several  of  his  boy  chums,  was  discover¬ 
ed  playing  cards  in  the  hayloft  of  a  neighbors  barn! 
Definite  disciplinary  action  was  taken  by  Deacon 
Barnes  when  he  invited  and  forced  the  boys  to  play 
cards  night  after  night  for  many  weeks!  .  .  .

Barnes  was  one  of  the  builders  of  the  Federated 
Church,  Yorkville.  .  .After  his  death,  29  Feb  1878,  a 
last  will  and  testament  left  his  entire  estate  in  the 
hands  of  his  widow;  Susan  d  29  May  1897,  and  was 
buried  beside  her  husband.  .  .On  20  Feb  1956,  the  auth¬ 
or  visited  with  Harlan  Wm.  Grimwood,  Plano,  Kendall 
Co.  ,  Ill.  whose  grandfather,  Wm.

Farmer,  Bridge  Builder,  County 
Government  Official 

Harlan^  (Horace^  )  Barnes  was  b_  4  December  1844,  at 
the  farm  home  of  his  parents  near  Bristol  Station, 
Kendall  County,  Illinois,  the  second  of  Dea.  Horace 
and  Susan  (Cone)^  Barnes.  (1,  2  and  7) 

On  25  December  1873,  he  m,  Fannie  C.  Bradford,  b 
2 9  June  1850,  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  the 
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dau  pf  William  Bradford.  Her  mother  d  when  she  was 
eight  years  of  age,  and  she  was  adopted  by  an  aunt 
until  she  reached  sixteen.  Then  coming  West  to  re¬ 
latives,  she  lived  with  her  brother,  Edwin  Bradford 
at  Macomb,  Illinois,  and  with  her  sister,  Ella  Brad¬ 
ford  (m_ Aaron  M.  Boomer,  cousin  of  brother-in-law 
of  Harlan)  of  near  Yorkville,  where  they  were  m. 

(2,  3  and  7) 

Harlan  and  Fannie  loved  children.  She  was  known  as 
"Aunt  Fannie"  to  the  youngsters  in  Yorkville.  Having 
had  four  infants  which  cl  at  birth,  the  fifth  child,  Guy 
H.  ,  lived  to  fourteen  years  of  age  when  he  d.  from  a 
heart  disease.  In  a  letter  from  Harlan  Grimwood, 
"Have  always  had  a  very  warm  feeling  towards  the 
Barnes  family,  as  my  father  was  such  a  close  friend 
of  Arthur  H.  and  Harlan  P.  ,  and  also  Harlan  gave 
me  the  violin  which  Guy  used  and  which  was  given  to 
Guy  by  Wm.'  Willett.  I  was  12  at  the  time,  and  imme¬ 
diately  started  lessons  from  Gerald  Godard  (a  cousin 
of  Wm.  Willett's  wife,  Ethel),  About  the  best  that  it 
did  for  me  was  to  enable  me  to  appreciate  the  wealth 
of  good  music  now  available  via  records-  radio  and 
television".  (5) 

R  eared  a  farmer,  he  obtained  educ  Public  Schools  of 
Kendall  Co.  ,  and  continued  farming  until  1869.  Emp 
as  Traveling  Agent,  American  Bridge  Co,  ;  Inc.  , 
Chicago,  Illinois.  Traveling  for  this  firm  until  1890, 
he  visited  most  of  the  states  and  territories  as  well 
as  the  Canadian  Northwest.  In  1881,  he  settled  perma¬ 
nently  on  the  farm  and  original  homestead  of  his  fath¬ 
er.  Retiring  in  1920,  they  moved  to  Yorkville,  located 
on  corner  of  King  and  Center  streets. 

Harlan  served  as  Supervisor  of  Bristol  township  for  14 
years;  a  mem  of  Board  of  Review  of  Kendall  County; 
Pres  of  Kendall  County  Fair  Assoc,  for  10  years; 
affil  with  Modern  Woodmen  of  American;  mem  York¬ 
ville  Federated  Church.  (2,  6  and  7) 

"Aunt  Fannie"  ci  on  13  June  1929,  and  was  buried  in 
Elmwood  Cemetery,  Yorkville.  Harlan  P.  continued 
on  and  had  to  have  someone  care  for  him  in  his  old 
age.  The  old  Barnes  farm  was  used-up  to  help  pay  for 
his  care,  and  passed  into  the  ownership  of  the  Willett 
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family.  Leaving  no  heirs  to  the  Barnes  family  name, 
he  d_*  1 2  July  1931,  and  was  laid  to  rest  beside  his  wife

Arthur  (Horace  )  Barnes  was  b_  14  July  1847,  at  the 
farm  home  of  his  parents  near  Bristol  Station,  Kendall 
County,  Illinois,  the  third  j5_of  Dea.  Horace  and 
Susan  (Cone)^  Barnes.  (1,  2  and  7) 

On  4  September  1876,  he  m  Sarah  Elizabeth  Raymond, 
b  4  May  1851,  at  Bristol,  Kendall  County,  Illinois. 

She  was  the  dan  of  Charles  H.  and  Lydia  (Burrell) 
Raymond  of  that  village,  and  a  sister  of  Martin  Ray¬ 
mond  (m  Ella  Mary  Barnes,  her  sister-in-law).  (3) 
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Reared  a  farmer,  he  obtained  his  edge  Public  Schools 
of  Kendall  Co.  ,  and  Wheaton  College,  Wheaton,  Illinois 
Following  marriage,  res  on  farm  near  Bristol,  where 
two  children  were  Jb.  With  circulars  widely  circulated 
to  appeal  for  settlers  for  the  Dakota  Territory,  it 
seemed  to  be  a  great  opportunity!  Arthur  and  his 
family,  traveling  via  covered  wagon,  reached  Fedora, 
Miner  County,  South  Dakota,  in  1882.  Here  he  took 
up  a  homestead  and  accumulated  a  tree  claim  from 
the  US  government,  seven  years  before  the  state  of 
South  Dakota  entered  the  Union.  Indians,  storms, 
bleak  winters,  and  grim  frontier  tales  would  all  but 
fill  a  book  to  relate  a  portion  of  their  life  as  they 
helped  to  establish  that  new  country  West!  In  1896, 
Arthur  embarked  upon  a  new  challenge  for  his  many 
talents.  Leaving  the  oldest  s,  Horace,  to  manage  the 
homestead,  he  boarded  the  train  for  Eagle  Grove, 
Iowa.  Having  heard  of  a  weak  and  struggling  weekly 
newspaper  here,  the  Eagle  Grove  EAGLE ,  he  pur¬ 
chased  the  firm.  One  year  later,  the  wife  and  family 
joined  him  and  they  established  a  new  home  and  a 
new  business.  (L,  3  and  5)

Arthur  Herman  Barnes  wrote  the  editorials  for  his 
paper.  They  were  simple  and  from  the  heart;  the 
readers  liked  them  and  his  paper  was  a  success.  At 
50  years  of  age,  he  found  a  new  niche  in  life.  A.  H. 
continued  to  write  the  "ed  sheet"  for  the  Eagle  until 
his  eyesight  gave  out.  Selling  an  interest  to  his  young¬ 
est  s,  Harlan,  the  paper  became  the  leading  one  in 
the  town,  as  well  as  the  county.  (3) 


He  served  as  dir  for  Security  Savings  Bank  for  25 
years;  Pres  of  Public  Library  Board  in  that  village; 
Pres  of  Rotary  Club;  mem  of  the  City  Council, 
Masonic  Lodge,  and  First  Congregational  Church. 

"Lizzie"  d  19  March  1930,  and  was  buried  in  the  Rose 
Hill  Cemetery,  Eagle  Grove,  Iowa.  Their  s_,  Solon, 
lived  with  his  father  then.

7), 
prefaced  by  the  following  quotation  of  Thomas 
Carlyle  -  "A  true  delineation  of  the  smallest  man 
and  his  scene  of  pilgrimage  through  life  is  capable  of 
interesting  the  greatest  man.  All  men  are  to  an  un - 
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speakable  degree  brothers,  each  man's  life  a  strange  j 
emblem  of  every  man’s;  and  human  portraits,  faith¬ 
fully  drawn,  are,  of  all  pictures,  the  welcomest  on 
human  walls”.
